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I HAVE the ſatisfaction to remark, that the beneficial effects produced by 
laying before Parliament annually, a Statement of the Affairs of the Eaſt-India 
Company, become every year more apparent. Upon the preſent occaſion, great 
credit is due to the ſeveral Preſidencies in India, for the punctual tranſmiſſion of 
the various accounts neceſſary to a complete inveſtigation ; inaſmuch as I am 


thereby enabled to accompliſh an arrangement of the whole ſyſtem of Indian 
Finance, to the exact cloſe of the official year. 


Having upon the late occaſion, during the preſent ſeſſion of Parliament, 
offered ſo fully my obſervations, as to the dependence which might be placed on 
the accuracy of the accounts then before the Houſe ; it only remains for me to 
add, that thoſe. now under conſideration, appear to be drawn up with an equal 
degree of preciſion; and, as I cannot, at preſent, diſcover any mode of bringing 
more completely this extenſive ſubje& under the view of the Committee, than 
by the plan adopted the few laſt years; I ſhall, in purſuance of the ſame line, 
N n wh of the accounts from abroad, both ſeparately and collectively, — 
reſults of the home accounts,—and then the grand reſult of the whole combined. 
In ſo doing, I ſhall alſo attend to the ſame diviſion of the foreign accounts, by 
ſtating, as formerly, — the averages of years, — the compariſons between eſtimated 
and actual accounts,—and the eſtimates for the ſucceeding year ; and, after fur- 
niſhing ſome explanations, of the details, and aſſigning reaſons for the increaſe 
or decreaſe of the revenues and charges, or debts and aſſets of the ſeveral Settle- 
ments in India ; as alſo the cauſes of the variations which have occurred in the 
affairs at home ; I will requeſt the attention of the Committee to ſuch further 
remarks as. ſhall lead to inferences, as well of the actual ſtate of this immenſe 


concern at the Preſent moment, as of the expectations to be entertained in 


future. 5 
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The Committee may perhaps have received an impreſſion from the firſt 
view of the compariſon of the eſtimated and actual accounts from India, which 
might lead them to draw concluſions, unfavorable to that ſpirit of caution 
I have ſo frequently found occaſion to commend in the formation of theſe eſti- 
mates: I would, therefore, beg leave to call to their recollection, that upon the 
late occaſion, theſe differences being foreſeen, the expectation of them was ſtated, 
and reaſons aſſigned for the defalcation of certain articles of revenue, as well as 
for the increaſe under certain heads of charge, which, in either caſe, it was not 
poſſible to calculate upon at the time of forming the eſtimates. It was likewiſe 
{tated, that the future ſurplus would be liable to confiderable diminution, from 
the late military arrangements. 'I have, however, the pleaſure to obſerve,, that 
the diminution is not expected to be ſo conſiderable in the ſucceeding year, as 
the deficiencies on the revenue ſide were, moſtly, of a caſual nature. ' The exceſs 
of charges this year, in ſome inſtances, is alſo temporary; and chiefly to be aſ- 
cribed to the expence incurred by thoſe expeditions, the ſucceſs of which has 
not only reflected the higheſt honor, both on the military and naval forces 
employed on them, but has been productive of moſt important national benefits.

making the Eſtimate. The variations ſtill to be ac- 


counted for, ariſe from articles inſerted in the Eſti- 
mate, and are occaſioned by circumſtances which 
could not be calculated upon at the time ; as they 
muſt, for the moſt part, ariſe from contingencies, 
And here it is further to be obſerved, that the Eſtimate 
was calculated, not only on an extent of trade far be- 


low the preſent; but entirely on the idea of Peace 


being fully eſtabliſhed. From the increaſe of Capital 
then in contemplation, an addition was to be ex- 


pected to the Dividends, when carried into effect: the 
Increaſe in the Cuſtoms, is in conſequence of the en- 


larged importation of India Goods, and of the new 


Duties: the addition to the freights is partly owing 


to the firſt mentioned cauſe, and. partly to the och 


continuance of the war freights : the additional 
Amount of Exports, as well as of Bills of Exchange 


and Bullion, ariſe from the encreaſing trade. 
The Charges on Merchandize have amounted to 
£466,000, more than the Eſtimate: they have cer-:

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tainly received ſome addition from the increaſed 
trade : but the great increaſe is to be attributed to | 
other cauſes ; as building additional warehouſes, pay- 
ment to Mr. Haſtings, and allowances to Military 
Officers, in conſequence of regulations lately adopted. 2 


It has been remarked, that the Eſtimate alluded 
to was calculated for a time of peace: from the con- ALL 
tinuance of peace therefore alone, the proſpects enter- 
tained conld be realized. Upon every principle of po- 
licy and prudence, it was found neceſſary to extend 
the trade to the utmoſt, in order to ſecure to the | 
Engliſh Nation thoſe advantages which before this | 
war were derived by Foreigners, and but too frequent- 
ly at the expence, and partly at the riſk of the Bri- 
tiſh Subject. It has alſo appeared, that the continu- 
ance of the war, and other contingencies, have ope- 
rated to prevent thoſe benefits from being realized at | 
home, which might very fairly have been expected. 2H 
The increaſed' price of freight has materially affected 
the profits of the Company ; and the heavy charges 
which neceſſarily have been incurred in India, have 
prevented the appropriation of funds for the purchaſe £ 
of the Inveſtment, which otherwiſe would have been - 
found: from which circumſtance, the meaſure autho- 
rized, of drawing bills on the Court, has become 
| neceſſary. The effect produced thereby on the Caſh 
Concerns of the Company, has been already demon- 
ſtrated ; as well as the inconvenience experienced by | 
the very conſiderable payments, which have been 
made in their own bonds, for purchaſes at the ſales. 4 
The meaſure of increaſing the Capital Stock, per- | 15 
mitted by an Act of the preſent Seſſions, may probably 
be reſorted to, in the courſe of the year: and as it is 5 
expected, that after the termination of the war, the 
expences, both abroad and at home, will again return = 
to a moderate rate; no doubt need be entertained, 
that the ſituation of the affairs of the Eaſt India 
Company will be ſuch, as to juſtify every expectation 
which I have formerly held out.

The propoſed elucidation of the ſeveral -accounts, under reference to the 
Committee, is now compleated; and reaſons have been aſſigned for the fluctua- 
tions which have taken place in the courſe of the year under conſideration. The 
decreaſed Receipt and additional Expenditure, compared with the Eſtimates, 

e L 8 have 
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have been fully adverted to; as alſo the variation in the Debts and Aſſets, both - 


at home and abroad, contraſted with the ſtate of them at.the cloſe of the pre 
ceding year. 


The reſult of thoſe compariſons has exhibited the ſtate of the Company's 


Affairs in an apparently unfavorable point of view; and an inference might be 
drawn therefrom, that they are upon the decline. It is therefore neceſſary to 
recall to the attention of the Committee, that concluſions from thoſe data cannot 
be correct, on account of particular circumſtances attending both the former 
and the preſent year. As to the former, the Revenues of India were very pro- 
ductive, and the effects of the war, on the expenditure, had not been fully ex- 
perienced either abroad or at home; the Sales were alſo much more conſiderable 


than in any preceding year. But having already ſubmitted to the view of the 


Committee, an explanation in detail of almoſt every item of the accounts, I will 


only now repeat, that ſo far from the exiſtence of any ground of alarm, the 


moſt favorable proſpects may be indulged. 


The proſperity of the Eaſt India Company has been increaſing, from the 
period when the operation of the preſent ſyſtem was brought into full effect; 
and the amelioration of the ſtate of their affairs, notwithſtanding the war with 
Tippoo Sultaun, between that period and the preſent, amounts to no leſs than 
eleven millions ſterling, computed merely on the increaſe. of aſſets, and the de- 
creaſe of debts, without taking into account the enhanced value of the revenues 
of India, or the improved ſtate of the commerce. 


The above important fact is ſubſtantiated by the accounts laid before Par- 
liament in the periods alluded to. From thoſe documents, an examination has 


been made of the debts and aſſets of the Company, as cher ſtood in 178 3. 1786, 
and by the laſt accounts. 


* 


At the firſt of theſe periods, the alteration of ſyſtem commenced: the Com- 
pany's affairs were involved in great perplexity, and the public mind was con- 
ſiderably agitated : various ſtatements were brought forward, both in this Houſe 


and out of it, according to the views of the parties which then prevailed. The 


inferences drawn therefrom were of different complexion ; but none could be cor- 
rect, from the imperfect ſtate of the accounts received from India. On the inſti- 
tution of the Board of Commiſſioners, their firſt attention was directed to a 
minute inveſtigation of the affairs of the Company, in order to form a judgment 
of their real ſituation: but from the circumſtances of the war then concluded, 


large arrears had accrued, many claims were brought forward, and Bills of Ex- 


change, to a very conſiderable amount, had been drawn upon the Court of Di- 
rectors; whereby the whole ſyſtem was ſo compleatly deranged, that it was found 
impoſſible to form any tolerable accurate ſtatement of the Debts of the Company, 
till ſome degree of regularity could be WT Oe ; which point was not attained

It is, however, to be obſerved, that within thoſe periods, the Company were 
permitted to raiſe a ſum of money, by increaſing their Capital Stock, to the 
amount of (3, 740, ooo; but on the other hand it is fair to ſtate, by way of coun- 
terbalance to this extraordinary receipt, not only an expenditure of almoſt an 
equal amount, in conſequence of the war with Tippoo, which ended ſo honorably 


in 1792 3 but alſo the expences incurred by the preſent war. The concluſion to

affairs of the Company have been in a ſtate of improvement, the proſpects held

The affairs in India :continte:ts exhibit the moſt favourable aſpect. The vigi- 
lance and activity of the Brititiſh Fleet having averted the danger threatened by 


European enemies ; the ſecurity of the Empire, in that part of the World, has no 


» 


appearance of being expoſed to any further interruption, than what may be ex- 
pected at all times, as incident to the viciſſitudes inſeparable from the fluctuating 
politics and frequent revolutions of Indian Governments. But even under all 
the events of that nature which have lately occurred, from the claſhing in- 
teteſts in the Mharatta Empire, the perplexed ſituation of the Nizam, and the 
warlike preparations making by Tippoo Sultaun; ſuch has been the prudent and 
cautious line of policy, with which our Governments in India have conducted them- 
ſelves, that the moſt friendly diſpoſition towards the Engliſh Nation has been 
evinced by every Power in Hindoſtan. The attempts of the enemies of 


this Country, to alienate thoſe favourable diſpoſitions, have, hitherto proved 


to be compleatly ineffectual: and I have no doubt, but a purſuit of the ſame 
line of conduct, which has been obſerved towards thoſe Powers for ſome years 
paſt, will not only be the means of perpetuating that cordiality which fubſiſts 


with the Princes with whom we are in alliance; but will alſo enſure a continu- 


ance of the reſpe&, with which we have been of late treated by thoſe with whom 
we-arc not ſo nearly connected. 


From theſe circumſtances it may be inferred, that. the Empire in India 
wears the appearance of a ſtate of ſecurity ; and its continuance may be ex- 
pected from the great care which has been obſerved, to endeavour, by every 
means, to preſerve tranquillity ; as well by avoiding all interference in the con- 


teſts of the Native Powers, as by abſtaining from every provocation to hoſ- 


tility. The Governments, conſidering it as the moſt effectual method of 
maintaining and preſerving a ſtate of . tranquillity, have, nevertheleſs, paid 
ſtrict attention to the defences of the Country, ſo as to be at all times prepared 


; to repel the attempts of any aggrellor, either European or Native. 


With reſpe& to the internal adminiſtrat:on of 1 in the Provinces un- 


der the government of the Company, I ſee no reaſon to alter the opinions I 
have lately offered as to their increaſing proſperity : : thoſe opinions I have the 
happineſs to find, are confirmed by all the advices fince received trom India, with 
the only ſmall exception which will be hereafter noticed. Some embarraſſments 
indeed have occurred, with reſpe& to- the Finances, from the immenſe funds 
which were required for particular purpoſes, as already detailed ; but the ſupplies 


have been raiſed with leſs difficulty than might have been expected, when the 


are taken into conſideration. The whole of the additional charges have been 


- high rate of exchange given by the private merchants, and the various modes 
which now preſent themſelves for the employment of the money of individuals, 
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paid; the inveſtment has not been hitherto interrupted ; but advances nave been 
made, during the year 1795-6, in upwards of a million ſterling, beyond the ſum 


applicable, in the uſual courſe, from the ſurplus revenues, and ſales of imports from | 
\ Europe ; ſo that the whole advance for proviſion. exceeded alſo the amount pre- op 


{cribed in the firſt inſtance by the Act, more than r, ooo, ooo. 
The internal proſperity of the Bengal Provinces has ſuffered no abatement ; 
and the faireſt hopes may be entertained, not only of permanency, but improve- 
ment. The experience of every year proves the wiſdom and policy of the modes 
of adminiſtration which have been introduced. The regulations reſpecting. tires 
landed property in Bengal, have been repeatedly brought to the notice of the 
Houſe. The effect of thoſe regulations is very apparent, the ſituation of the 
landed proprietors becomes more reſpectable, and the property more defirable ; 7 
and if in any caſe it has been found that thofe regulations have born too hard on 
the feelings of the parties concerned, by wearing the appearance of an inter- 
ference, either with their juſt rights or their prejudices, ſuch modifications have wen 
been deviſed, and partial changes adopted, as could not fail of mceting the withes 2 
and deſires of the reſpectable part of the community. And indeed the unremitted 


N. 


ſtudy of the Government has been, in framing the regulations, ſo to eſtabliſh 


a proper adminiſtration of the laws, that a ſenſe of intereſt may generally prevail 


with the landholders, to induce them to pay the moſt ſtrict attention to the ma- 


nagement of their eſtates. Under the beſt regulated Governments, it will how- 

ever occaſionally happen, that no motives whatever are ſufficient to rc ſtrain ſome 

individuals from a courſe of folly and diſſipation, which muſt neceſſarily involve 
themſelves and their families in ruin: but in ſuch an event, the moſt lenient 

meaſures are preſcribed and, indeed, form the principal ground of the late alte- 
rations in the Code of Revenue Laws. It may therefore be added, that as theſe 

laws are calculated to ſecure to the Natives, all the advantages to be derived from 

ſucceſsful exertions, thoſe who deviate from them, can have but little claim to 
the Particular conſideration of Government. BY nen 7211.28 


Some objections may 8 be raiſed to the aſſertion of the increaſing 
proſperity of Bengal, from the defalcations in the collection of Land Revenues 
in 1795-6, compared with the precedipg year: it is therefore neceſſary to remark, 
that the collections of the year 1794-5, included a larger amount of balances 
than thoſe of 1795-6; and as the general amount of balances has been materially 
leſſened, it naturally reſulted, that the groſs collection in a following year muſt 
leſſen likewiſe... As to the current Jumma, or Rent-roll, the difference was 
trivial, Sometimes, it is advantageous. to the proprietors, to, with-hold their 
payments, although char ged with intereſt on the arrear; and, it muſt be 
expected, that in ſuch an immenſe collection, balances will always remain at the 
cloſe of the annual, accounts. But this occaſional fluctuation is perfectly imma- 
terial, and cannot be conſidered as a criterion for judging of the actual reſources 
of the Country ;. as it, 1s only the means of throwing an undue ProPorgon of the 


revenues of one year into the accounts of another. „

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The improvement of the Revenue from Cuſtoms has already been ſtated. 
The effect apprehended from the arrangement reducing the rate has not been 
produced: on the contrary, the collections of 1795-6 conſiderably exceeded the 
preceding year. This improvement appears to haveariſen from the external com- 
merce, which late advices ſtate to have been immenſe. The Exports from the 
Bengal Provinces, excluſive of the Company's Inveſtment, but including the 
tranſit trade of India, from 3ſt May 1795, to the iſt June 1796, amounted to 
42, 372, ooo, and the imports to C r, 309, ooo; leaving a balance to be returned of 
£1,063,000. No account of a ſimilar nature having been before received, a 
compariſon cannot be ſtated; but from the view of the increaſe of the duties 
levied at a reduced rate, it may fairly be inferred, that the inhabitants of the 
Provinces are increaſing in wealth and proſperity. 


The Revenue from Salt having already been noticed, I have only to add, 
that there is every reaſon to depend upon its permanency.

On the expiration of the preſent contract, under which the Opium is pro- 
cured, the alteration intended in the mode of proviſion offers the proſpect of the 
article being again productive: as meaſures will be adopted to regulate the 
quantity, and to preſerve or improve the quality; as alſo to prevent other inter- 
ferences in the trade, which have tended to overſtock the mar ket. 


The Houſe has, upon different occaſions, been informed of the intention of 
aſſimilating, as far as poſſible, the adminiſtration of the revenues at the other 
Preſidencies, with that in practice in Bengal; and of the difficulties which ſtood 

in the way of carrying the propoſed changes into effect. It is ſatisfactory to ſtate 
that, by late advices, conſiderable progreſs has been made towards accompliſhing 
ſo deſirable an object. The meaſures adopted, as preparatory to a final and per- 
manent ſettlement of the lands in the ſeveral diſtrias, appear to have produced 
every effect that could have been hitherto expected. 


In the diſtricts under the management of the enn of Madras, the good 
effects of thoſe meaſures have already been clearly manifeſted. In the Circars, 
ſeveral ſettlements, for different terms of years, have been concluded, upon a 
plan, which has appeared perfectly ſatisfactory to the Renters; inaſmuch as 
they ſeemed to be convinced, that the object of the propoſed alterations, was 
their own eaſe and advantage, by having the power of ſecurely retaining the 
full enjoyment of the produce of their labours. This cannot be evinced in a 
ſtronger point of view, than by the return of the inhabitants to ſeveral diſtricts, 
their payment of the arrears of rent, and the ſatisfaction and contentment which 
they have expreſſed. In the Chicacole Circar, where confiderable diſturbances 
had taken place, to the detriment. of the Company's revenue, and to the 
injur of the inhabitants of the diſtrict, peace is entirely reſtored; the Com- 
pany's authority is eſtabliſhed, and the ſyſtem reformed: the principal fomenter 
of the troubles has ſurrendered himſelf; and an arrangement has been made of 


the whole of the Circar, which cannot. fail of producing the. moſt t beneficial 
. Hee: 8 
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effects; as it is made with every attention to the rights of the Zemindars and 
Renters, as well as to the realization of the revenue. With reſpect to Vizian agrum, 
the collector bears teſtimony to the good conduct of Narain Rawze, who, on 
his return to the Company's protection, ſucceeded the late unfortunate Zemindar, 
that fell a ſacrifice in reſiſting the authority of the Government. A ſettlement 
will be concluded with him without delay, and clauſes inſerted in the Cowle or 
agreement, providing for the peculiar advantage of the induſtrious manufacturer, 
and indeed the inhabitants at large; as they ſecure the free import of cotton 
thread, &c. exempt the Company's weavers from taxes, and give the moſt ample 
encouragement to the inland trade by the Benjarries, or country dealers. 


The effect of ſome late meaſures in the Guntoor Circar, has been ſo remark- 
able, that it cannot eſcape particular notice. The frontier ſtation of this Circar, 
rendered it favorable to the attempts of an unruly and turbulent race of people, 
who, from occupying the paſſes in the adjacent diſtrifts, were conſtantly, under 
various pretences, committing acts of devaſtation and plunder upon the peace- 
able inhabitants of the Circar, The known unhealthfulneſs of the jungles and 
faſtneſſes to which theſe depredators retired for refuge, rendered the employment 
of regular troops againſt them, not only dangerous, but doubtful in the iſſue; 
It became, therefore, an object of great importance to attempt, by conc.liatory 
means, to induce them, not only to relinquiſh their former hab:ts of plundering, 
but to become inſtruments of protection. To this end, their particular claims 
were inveſtigated 3 and as it appeared, that their depredations were frequently to 
be aſcribed to a ſenſe of injuries received from the Guntoor Zemindars, it has 
been thought proper to free them from all dependence upon thoſe Zemindars, and 
to allow them the undiſturbed. poſſeſſion of the villages they formerly enjoyed. 
It was not to be imagined, that this people could at once ſhake off inveterate 
habits, and betake themſelves to the quiet occupations of huſbandry : employ- 
ment, 1s therefore found, by embodying a number, as Sibendies, under the com- 
mand of an European Officer. The Zemindars are hereby deprived »f the power 
of creating a diſturbance, as heretofore, whenever it ſuited their intereſt, and 
the country is protected by thoſe who had been the invaders, 


I have been thus particular, in order to ſhew the zeal of the Company's 
Servants to carry into effect the ardent wiſh of their employers, that the various 
claſſes of the Natives, under the Britiſh dominion in India, may enjoy every 
poſſible protection of their perfons and property. Many other inſtances of that 
zeal, and of its effects might be adduced; but it would treſſpaſs too much upon 


the time of the Committee. I would however beg leave to add, that in the 
Poligar Countries and Southern Diſtricts, the inhabitants have experienced the 


like beneficial effect, from the preſent mild adminiſtration, as thoſe of the North; 


and have, in ſome inſtances, exemplified their confidence in the juſtice: of tho 


Government, in a very ſtriking manner. The recourſe to military force, for the 


gal 


collection of the revenues, it has been remarked, is no longer in uſe in the Ben-

gal Provinces. | Every alternative is reſorted to, that it may become unneceſfary 
in theſe diſtricts likewiſe : and the greateſt care is uſed to prevent the inhabitants 
from being oppreſſed, either by the European or Native Servants of the Com- 
pany. The ſame attention to the intereſts of the people is manifeſted, in the 
encouragement afforded, in every inſtance, where a proſpect appears of increaſing 
or extending the manufactures ; either by the abolition of duties found to be 
oppreſſive, 'or by enlarging the field of employment for induſtry, by introducing 
valuable plantations. In ſome of the Ceded Diſtricts, conſiderable ſucceſs has at- 
tended theſe meaſures : the cultivation of Indigo, and of the Sugar Cane, alſo 
the rearing the Silk Worm, promiſe very favorably. In other places, the Silk. 
Worm bas almoſt entirely failed; but ſucceſs has generally attended the Cochincal 
Inſect lately lee | 


The countries bobs to the Nabob of Arcot, A, Rajah of Tanjore, I am led 
to apprehend do not exhibit the ſame promiſing appearances ; but as they are 
not under the direct management of the Company's government, it may not be 
altogether proper here, to ſtate the cauſes which have interfered with their 
proſperity. It was 'very much wiſhed to have obtained a modification of the 
treaties on which the Company's connection with them reſts; but obſtacles have 
preſented themſelves. As the whole ſubject is now under confideration, the effect 


of the meaſures in WT 29's . will be more properly ſtated on ſome future 


occaſion.

On the whole, I truſt it will appear, that the internal affairs on the Coaſt 
exhibit, in a degree, the ſame ſymptoms of. proſperity as thoſe of Bengal : and, if 


a judgment of the external proſperity may be formed by the increaſe of cul- 


toms as at that Preſidency, it Is "evident, that the lituation”.: in this reſpect 18 no 
leſs favorable. . 8 | 1 5 


The newly acquired territories under the management of the Government 
of Bombay, have placed that Preſidency in a more reſpectable point of view. and 
have added to its importance, both politically and commercially. The difficu' ties 


in the way of any arrangement of the revenue ſyſtem in the Ceded Countries 


appeared, on firſt taking poſſeſſion of the diſtricts, to be very conſiderable. The 
inhabitants, in ſome parts, were barely in a ſtate of civilization; the life or 
death of the natives, was at the capricious diſpoſal of the petty Rajahs; and 
the moſt cruel oppreſſions were continually practiſed, both by thoſe Rajahs and 
the principal Landholders, on the inferior claſſes of the people. It was there- 
fore no eaſy taſk to introduce a ſyſtem (however beneficial it might appear, in 
its deſign towards the country at large) that would ſtrike at the root of _— 
fo long practiſed by the leading men of that country. It has however been, 
in a great degree, accompliſhed by the zeal and exertions of the preſent Govern+ 
vernment of Bombay. Adauluts or Denen of Juſtice have been formed; the 
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Rajahs' diſpenſing power of life and death is taken from them ; and, by a mo- 
derate diſplay of juſt ſeverity towards thoſe Who were refractory, the authority 
of the Government had been fully eſtabliſhed, and the contrition and ſubmiſſion 
of the offenders ſo far obtained, that reſiſtance was no longer expected againſt 
the regulations which it was thought proper to introduce, either for the 
collection of the revenues or the adminiſtration of juſtice. I am, however, 
concerned to find, that by advices received within this laſt week, the expectation 
in that regard, has been diſappointed, in a ſmall degree, through the turbulency 
of one of the Northern Rajahs, which at firſt threatened ſerious conſequences, 
Advices of a later date, received at the ſame time, have relieved my apprehen- 
ſions, by the information afforded, that the rebellion was confined to a ſmall 
part only of the diſtrict, and that there was every proſpect of its ſpeedy ſup- 
preſſion. In the reſt of the Province, the Natives manifeſted the moſt perfect 
attachment or ſubmiſſion to the Company's Government. | 
The ſettlement with the Rajahs for five years, commencing with the year 
1794-5, having been noticed to the Houſe on former occaſions ; I have only now 
to remark, that notwithſtanding the above unfortunate circumſtance, the pay- 
ments ſtipulated have otherwiſe been made with an unprecedented degree of 
punctuality, and that the general collections, both on account of land revenue 
and of cuſtoms, had exceeded the expectation of the Government of Bombay. 
The advices further ſtate, ' that there is good ground to hope, that the effects 
of the arrangements for the internal government of the Provinces would lead 
to the eaſy realization of the Jumma formed by Tippoo, if the Rajahs' inter- 
vention could be diſpenſed with, as the reſources of the country were aſcertained 
to be adequate. The Treaty with the Rajah of 'Travencore has been noticed, as 
well as the ſituation of the other ſmall reſources of this Preſidency.
